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ORDINANCE NO. 91-36 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NUMBERS 89-28 
AND 90-43; PROVIDING FOR THE APPLICABLE CODE IN THE 
GLADES REGIONAL FIRE M.S.T.U.; PROVIDING FOR EXCEPTIONS 
TO THE REQUIREMENT OF AUTOMATIC SPRINKLER SYSTEMS 
INSTALLATION; PROVIDING FOR THE DEFINITION OF INDUSTRIAL 
OCCUPANCY; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Glades Fire Task Force was convened to review 
the applicability of certain codes to the Glades Regional Fire 
M.S.T.U., taking into consideration the unique nature of that area; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Glades Fire Task Force has recommended that the 
Palm Beach County Fire Code, Ordinance No. 89-28, be applicable in 
the Glades Regional Fire M.S.T.U.; and 

WHEREAS, the Glades Fire Task Force has recommended that 
certain criteria be established to ascertain whether an exception 
to the requirement of automatic sprinkler installations is 
appropriate; and 

WHEREAS, the Glades Task Force has also recommended that the 
definition of Industrial Occupancy be added to the Palm Beach 
County Fire Code; and 

WHEREAS, the Fire Code Board of Adjustments and Appeals has 
reviewed these proposed code changes and recommends that same be 
adopted; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has accepted the 
Task Force and Fire Code Board of Adjustments and Appeals' 
recommendations, finding that the recommendations do not compromise 
life safety goals of the Board and that the amendments set forth 
herein is in the interest of the health, safety, and general 
welfare of the residents of Palm Beach County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION Section 603.15.8 of Ordinance No. 89-28 is 
hereby amended to read immediately following Item 8: 

EXCEPTION: This section shall not apply to agricultural 
processing and agricultural storage buildings if, after a thorough 
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fire risk analysis by the fire official, it is determined that a 
distinct hazard does not exist as set forth in Section 101.5.1 of 
this code. 

This determination shall be based on, but not limited to, the 
following criteria: 

1. Limited combustibility of the structure. 

2. Accessibility of fire apparatus to all areas of 
structure. 

3. Low content fire load. 

4. Availability of adequate water supply and distribution 
system. 

5. Remoteness of building(s) to surrounding structures. 

6. The use of fire loss prevention programs, such as fire 
brigades. 

7. Low occupant content. 

8. Controlled public access. 

8ECTION 2. Section 202 of Ordinance No. 89-28 is hereby 

amended to include the following definition to be inserted in 
proper alphabetical placement: 

Industrial Occupancy - those properties which are used for 

making products of all kinds and those properties used for 

operations such as processing, assembling, mixing, packaging, 

finishing or decorating, repairing, and similar operations. 

SECTION 3. Section 3 of Ordinance No. 90-43 shall be 

amended to read: 

The Standard Fire Prcvont - ion — Code -;— 19 85 edition? — and National 

Firo Protection - Association {NFPA - ) — 101, Life Safety - Code -;— 19 85 

edition, - The Palm Beach County Fire Code, Ordinance No. 89-28, 

shall be the applicable codes in this newly-created M.S.T.U. 

and the existing Glades Fire M.S.T.U. to ensure consistent 

application and enforcement in the Glades area. 

SECTION 4 . Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions 
of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 
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SECTION 5. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 


of this ordinance is for any reason held by a Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION 6. Inclusion in Code of Laws and Ordinances 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance” may be 
changed to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

SECTION 7. Effective Date 

The provisions of this ordinance shall be effective on 
October 1, 1991.
